Eve in 1966, purchased a $300 
million empire based on land

Hughes came to Nevada "to 


do some business and relax in 
the sun," his aides said after 
his arrival. When he left in 
1970, almost four years to the 
day of his arrival, they said he 
was only taking a combination 
business and pleasure trip.

cy he enjoyed in the Bahamas.

brought him here and a year 
later while entering a hotel 
elevator, throughout his Ne- 
vada stay, Hughes remained 
sequestered in his penthouse at 
the Desert Inn, one of the six 
hotels he owned. He also owns 
seven casinos, all but one at his 
hotels. 
He apparently saw no one ex- 


cept his wife, former actress 
Jean Peters whom he divorced 
last year, and five male secre- 
taries. He dealt only by tele- 
phone and letter with the lieu- 
tenants who ran his Nevada 
holdings. 


By 1970, his holdings in Ne- 


vada were worth an estimated 
$300 million and he employed 
8,000 persons, the largest work 
force in the state. His casinos

sonville, the flight engineer; Lt. 
Henry M. Thorson, 24, of North 
Brook, HI., the student pilot. 
and Sgt. William D. Blair, 21, 
of Jacksonville, the loadmaster. 


The name of the fifth victim 


was withheld pending notifica- 
tion of relatives. 


The two men aboard the T37 


who parachuted to safety are 
Cspt. James Norelius and Capt. 
David Patrick, both of Webb 
Ah* Force Base. 


None of the bodies had been 


rosvered ir&n the-<at0 by 
early today. Base officials said 
(he wreckage was still burning. 


The collision occurred shortly 


after dark on a clear night and 
officials said they did not know 
what caused the accident. The 
Air Force launched an investi- 
gation. 


One of the men who bailed 


out of the plane landed in a wil- 
low tree in the yard of the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. E. W. 
Price. The trainer fell about 30 
yards from their house.

In his new book, "The Jesus Generation" (Zondervan 


•4.95), Dr. Graham gives an excellent summary of the 
problems facing young people today— as well as their 
parents. He devotes much time and space to the practical 
fulfillment of a conversion experience. 


It is not enough to drift in the afterglow that ac- 


companies a major turnabout in one's religious life 
Direction, planning, and response are the key to growth 
in the Christian life. Writes Graham: 


"One of a Christian's responsibilities in following Christ 


is to have a new attitude toward work. So many young 
people want Christ without responsibility. Jesus was not 
a dropout. As a carpenter, He worked hard with his 
hands. The Apostle Paul made tents for a living while he 
carried on the work that God had assigned him. What- 
ever work a Christian does is done unto the Lord. He 
should do his best at whatever his trade or vocation." 


Dr. Graham urges young people to follow their con- 


version with commitment: concern for the lonely, the 
poor, those in prison or institution. He gave this example: 


"I heard about a colony of so-called hippies who were 


converted to Jesus Christ. Visiting such families in dis- 
tress became their 'thing.' A home was robbed. The 
family was in distress. This group helped them. They 
prayed for them. But they also secured legal aid for 
them. This is Christian commitment in action." 


Right now the Jesus movement is mainly made up of 


young people. But their close companion and frequent 
counsel is a tall grandfather from Montreal, Billy 
Graham, who speaks to their condition with understand- 
ing and grace.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I would 


very much appreciate it if 
you could give me some in- 
formation on what might be 
checked and if there is some 
medication for my problem. 
My body s t r u c t u r e has 
changed in size and this is 
not due to a weight change. 
An example would be I am 
unable to w e a r the hats, 
gloves, or shoes that I wore. 
Whatever has taken place 
has also affected my vision. 
The eyeball protrudes and 
yet is sunk back into the 
head due to the bone around 
it growing and 
therefore 


changing my f a c e , which 
was round, to a more oblong 
shape. My ears have been 
giving me much trouble. My 
mouth and throat have grown 
up and back so that I have 
to be very careful that I do 
not choke when eating. 


1 did see a gland specialist. 


He said bone or body struc- 
ture cannot be changed, but 
my body has signs that it is 
doing just that. 


Dear Reader—I presume a 


gland specialist would recog- 
nize bone growth associated 
with a glandular disorder. 
V o u r description suggests 
that you have an abnormal 
f u n c t i o n of the pituitary 
gland. 


This little gland which is 


underneath the b r a i n se- 
cretes g r o w t h hormone, 
which all of us must have 
during our growing period. 
The long bones in the body 
calcify and growth of our 
legs and arms stops under 
n o r m a l circumstances. If 
this doesn't occur, the growth 


hormone from the pituitary 
can result in giants. If the 
bones are already sealed so 
Chat they don't grow, over- 
a c t i v i t y of the pituitary 
gland can cause changes of 
the h a n d s and feet and 
changes of the face and head 
as you have described them. 


C o m m o n l y , individuals 


with these problems cannot 
wear the same ring size that 
they used to wear. Difficul- 
ties with vision sometimes 
occur with this disorder be- 
cause the pituitary gland is 
also located where the two 
optic nerves branch outward 
*to gottb; each eye; ff ynui 
should have an overgrowth 
of the pituitary gland in this 
area, it can affect vision. 


I would strongly recom- 


mend that you check with 
your local medical society 
and ask to be seen by an en- 
docrinologist. If you are near 
a university medical center, 
I would suggest t h a t you 
write there for an appoint- 
ment in the endocrinology 
section for the possibility of 
acromegaly, which is the 
technical term for the condi- 
tion I suspect that you may 
have. 


I am astonished by your 


statement that a gland spe- 
cialist told you that bone or 
body structure cannot be 
changed. This s u g g e s t s 
strongly to me that you have 
been seeing the wrong gland 
specialist, because acromeg- 
aly is a well-recognized 
problem and it certainly 
does increase the s i z e of 
b o n e s , particularly the 
hands, feet and head.

Sift tpgether flour, salt 


and baking powder. Divide 
shortening into two parts. 
Cut half the shortening into 
flour mixture until it resem- 
bles cornmeal. Cut in the re- 
maining shortening until it 
is the size of a pea. Sprinkle 
3 tablespoons ice water over 
mixture. Blend lightly, (if 
remaining water is needed 
to form a ball, repeat as 
a b o v e . ) Roll on floured 
board to Vs-inch thickness. 
Cut into SVa-inch rounds. 
Fill rounds with sweetened 
strawberries. Moisten edges 
well. Place a second round 
on top and press edges to- 
gether with a fork. Turn 
deep fryer heat selector to 
425 d e g r e e s and heat oil 
Mip t u r n o v e r s carefully 
into hot oil and fry 3 to 4 
m i n u t e s or until golden 
brown Turn once. Drain on 
absorbent paper.

Ounce's Adamant James may 
be the top show dog in the 
country, he may have set all 
lands of world records for vic- 
tories and he very well may be 
unbeatable. 


But he gets bored in the 


classroom. 


"He sleeps through all my 


lectures," said his owner, Dr. 
James E. Prickett, a 42-year- 
old veterinarian who specializes 
in equine research at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky. "I always 
take him to the office and 
classroom with me when he is 
not showing." 


Dr. Prickett has owned the 


3M>-year-old liver and white dog 
since he was 10 weeks old. He 
is known as D. J., for Diamond 
Jim, to Dr. Prickett and his 
handler, Clint Harris. 


"D.J. is the first and only 


English Springer spaniel I've 
ever shown," said Dr. Prickett. 
"I have a couple of others at 
home, but I don't send them to 
shows. D.J., by the way, 
doesn't hunt." 


But D.J. does 
everything 


else. After setting all kinds of 
world records last year, he won 
in his first appearance of 1972, 
the American Spaniel Club spe- 
ciality here. And Tuesday night 
before a crowd of about 11,000 
in Madison Square Garden, he 
won the big one for the second 
year in a row—best-in-show at 
the 96th Westminister Kennel 
dub event. 


D.J.'s triumph was hardly 


unexpected. Last year, he left 
the canine world in shambles 
by winning breed honors 94 
times in 97 shows. He won 86 
group awards and 48 best-in- 
show. 


Both his group and best-in- 


show totals were world records. 
His sire, Ch. Salilyn's Aristo- 
crat set the previous marks of 
73 groups and 45 bests four 
years ago. 


"One 
thing is certain," said 


Dr. Prickett, "we will not try 
for Westminister again next 
year. D.J. won't retire, though. 
We'll spot him in shows here 
and there and I plan to start 
him in the obedience division."

NEW YORK — (NEAI — 


The future of pro basketball 
specifically, and pro team 
s p o r t s in g e n e r a l , will 
change mightily within the 
next five years, Bill Bradley 
says. 


Bradley is the New York 


Knick forward and player 
representative, a f o r m e r 
Rhodes Scholar and one of 
the most respected and ar- 
ticulate athletes America has 
ever had. 


He sees the hearings of 


the Senate Anti-Trust sub- 
committee on the proposed 
merger by o w n e r s of the 
American Basketball Asso- 
ciation and the National Bas- 
ketball Association as a de- 
cisive point in team sports in 
the United States. 


"One of two things will 


come from it," said Bradley. 
"Either t h e r e will be no 
m e r g e r or t h e r e will no 
longer be the reserve clause 
as we know it." 


If the merger proposal is 


turned down, then Congress 
could eventually act to dis- 
solve the current monopolies 
of major league baseball and 
the N a t i o n a l 
F o o t b a l l 


League. 


If a merger is sanctioned, 


then, Bradley believes, there 
will have to be either an 
elimination or a revision of 
the reserve clause. Now, the 
reserve clause binds a player 
to a team until the team de- 
cides to trade, sell or release 
him. 


But in football, a player 


may join another team after 
playing out his option. How- 
ever, commissioner Pete Ro- 
zelle then d e c i d e s which 
player (or players) the new 
team must send to the old 
team in what he deems a 
fair trade. This discourages 
one team from purchasing 
the contract of the "option" 
player. The new team may 
be leery of getting an unfa- 
vorable trade. If the merger 
goes through with the bas- 
ketball teams, the NBA play- 
ers feel their rights to bar- 
gain individually will be 
sorely impaired. (And no 
longer would a Joe Caldwell 
or Zelmo B e a t y have an 
o p p o r t u n i t y 
to "jump" 


leagues.) 


The owners say they must 


have the merger because, 
they contend, they are losing 
money (though this is highly 
questionable, what with tax 
write-offs and player depre- 
ciations, and so forth). 


"And what if they are los- 


ing money?" asked Bradley. 
"They are in business. Busi- 
nessmen must do the best 
they can to make things go. 
But restricting the right of 
a player is totally against 
the American system of free 
enterprise and open compe- 
tition." 


And why are the teams 


losing money, if they really 
are? 


"Because the o w n e r s 


themselves have created the 
situation." he said. "They 
got into the bidding war of 
offering million-dollar deals 
to players. I think that'll 
change'. There will be no 
more Artis G i 1 m o r e-t y p e 
contracts. The owners are 
going through a resurgence 
of the businessmen's side 
over the sportsmen's side." 


Also, believes Bradley, 


t e a m s that in fact lose 
money do so often because 
of bad management, and be- 
cause of a competing league. 


Owners also say that there 


will be chaos if players are 
allowed to jump from one 
team to another whenever 
they want, and that the rich 
would get richer. 


"I don't think either is 


true." said Bradley. "Why 
would a man who is estab- 
lished in one city, who has 
a family and growing busi- 
ness interests and sense of 
community in one city, want 
to change" Why would Jerry 
West, for example, want to 
come to New York? Also, 
why would a man who is 
playing, say, in P h o e n i x 
want to come to a better 
team and be eighth man? It 
doesn't make sense. 


"One important consider- 


ation would keep one team 
from getting all the high- 
priced players: That is, no 
team could afford so great a 
payroll. Even if those play- 
ers wanted to jump, and I 
don't t h i n k they would. 
Money is not always the sole 
factor in a player's consider- 
ations." 


Bradley added that fan in- 


terest would p r o b a b l y in- 
crease, not decrease. "How 
long, for example, did it take 
fans in New York to get used 
to Earl Monroe?" 


Bradley said the owners 


will probably be changing in 
order to keep players. Teams 
will return to local owner- 
ship as opposed to absentee 
o w n e r s h i p by conglomer- 
ates. 


"Local ownership will try 


to humanize its relations be- 
tween p l a y e r s and them- 
selves, and players and the 
community," said Bradley. 
"Right now, there is a wedge 
between players and owners. 
You see this because of the 
players' necessity to hire 
outside agents. In the fii- 
ture, o w n e r s may take 
g r e a t e r interest in what 
players are doing on the out- 
side. This will also help play- 
ers develop deeper commu- 
nity ties—and be a greater 
incentive for a player to 
want to stay in a town. 


"Now, 
I think players are 


considered a thing apart. 
And everybody they come in 
contact with reinforces the 
player's opinion that he is 
just a player." 


In the future, too, Bradley 


sees the possibility of profit- 
sharing as an incentive to a 
player to r e m a i n with a, 
team.
